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{Fight for Tough 
Civil Rights 
Pill Reported

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fight for a tough civil rights bill 
reaches the showdown stage to­ 
day in widely split House Ju­ 
diciary Committee. 
Spurning compromise, bipar­ 
tisan supporters of a strong bill 
have forced a vote on a sweep­ 
ing. 10-part measure aimed at 
neariv every form of racial dis­ 
crimination. 
The vote finds the 35-member 
committee 
divided 
between 
those favoring the strong bill, 
those who would like a milder 
one. and those — ail from the 
South — who want no bill at all. 
Very mud» on the spot is the 
chairman of the committee,

Rep. Emanuel Celler. D-N.Y. 
He also beaded the subcommit­ 
tee that wrote the strong bill. 
, but backed away from it under 
I administration 
urging 
and 
; agreed to work for a compro- 
¡mise.

Celler lined up the ranking

Rep. 
' William M. McCulloch of Ohio, 
> in the search for a compromise, 
i but they found their effors un­ 
done by the junior members. 
Led by Rep. Robert W. Kas- 
tenmeier. "D-Wis., and John V. 
Lindsay. R-N.Y.. eight Dem- 
, ocrats and seven Republicans 
refused to go along with the 
compromise. With the 10 South­ 
erners in a bloc of their own. 
that left Celler and McCulloch in 
the minority. 
Tuesday the holdouts for a 
strong bill forced the withdraw­ 
al of a proposed amendment 
that would have started the 
weakening process. They then 
succeeded in ordering the vote 
which takes place today. 
Following the session Celler 
; said he intended to keep trying 
for a compromise up until the 
vote is taken, but Kastenmeier 
and Lindsay claimed their force 
will hold firm. 
That means the 10 Southern 
I votes could play a decisive role 
! in the outcome. They could join 
; with Celia- and McCulloch to re- 
{ject the strong bill as the worse 
of two evils. Or they could vote 
for it in the belief—shared by 
: the administration—that such a 
| broad measure would be easier 
to defeat at a later stage in Con­ 
gress than a compromise bill. 
Whatever the outcome, the 
civil rights battle is far from 
over. The strong bill faces 
heavy opposition in the House 
Rules Committee and would 
probably have to be brought to 
the floor by getting a majority 
of the membership to sign a 
petition.

Deer Hunters 
Nay Be Facing 
Heart Trouble 
By uw nG E MOSES 
MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — More 
than one in 10 deer hunters over 
40 years of age—possibly many 
more—face serious heart trou­ 
ble m an all-out, successful deer 
jhunt. 
| This was the chief conclusion 
of a unique series of experi­ 
ments recently conducted in 
Minneapolis, in which hunters 
actually broadcast the strain put 
on their hearts under simnlattvj 
hunting conditions. 
Thirty-seven hunters, all over 
40 -wd certified by their own 
doctors 
as 
having 
normal 
hearts, were rechecked by a 
volunteer team of doctors. 
Then they slogged through 
heavy gravel for three m hwi^ 
dragging a 100-poung sawfhag to 
simulate pulling a deer out of 
snowy woods. 
_ Tmy 
radio 
transmitters 
strapped to their waists broad­ 
cast Ibeir dectrocardiagrams to 
receivers monitored by doctors 
nearby. 
Of the 37 men, four showed 
abnormal heart activity suffi­ 
cient to halt their tests. 
The test results, to be pdb- 
bshed in the November issue of 
Minnesota Medicine, were re­ 
leased in advance by the Min­ 
nesota Heart Association as a 
warning to deer hunters before 
the Minnesota season opens next 
month.

Organized Labor

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
AFL-CIO spokesman empha­ 
sized today that organized la­ 
bor was supporting President 
Kennedy’s tax cut program 
“for one single purpose — to 
help 
create 
badly 
needed 
jobs.” 


The labor official urged more 
generous rate cuts for low-in- 
come taxpayers and elimination 
of what he called “unwarrant­ 
ed” tax benefits for corpora­ 
tions. 


Andrew J. Biemiller, AFL- 
CIO legislative director, made 
the comments in a statement 
prepared for Senate committee 
hearings on the $11 billion tax 
cut bill passed by th e House 
Sept 25. 


Biemiller said the AFL-CIO 
is for a tax cut” because “we 
believe that the funds it would 
release would significantly help 
create the additional jobs this 
country urgently needs.” 
However, he suggested a 
number of revisions, including 
a scaling down of rate reduc­ 
tions given to corporations in 
the House measure. 


Instead of a cut from 52 to 
48 per cent in the top corporate 
tax rate, Biemiller recommend­ 
ed it be limited to 50 per cent, 
and the $1 billion thus recouped 
be spread to low-income wage 
earners. 


In the face of the nearly $2.5 
billion in tax relief handed 
business last year through de­ 
preciation reform and th e in­ 
vestment credit, he said, “we 
see little merit in a cut in the 
top corporate tax rate at this 
time.”

Sinatra is not to have anything 
more to do with Nevada gambl­ 
ing. 
The commission gave him un­ 
til spring to sell his $J-million 
interest — $360,000 gaming and

line. 
The Cal-Neva is closed fall 
and winter, and Sinatra will 
have to be cut of the picture by 
time of the usual spring reopen­ 
ing.

Molecules May 
Yield Science 
Secrets of Life 
By JOSEPH L. MYLER 
WASHINGTON (UPI)—Scien­ 
tists working with molecules 
which boss the work of living 
cells may some day learn how 
to prolong youth and curb can­ 
cer. 
This hope was held out today 
by Dr. T.M. Sonnebom of In­ 
diana University in an address 
to scientists celebrating the cen­ 
tennial of the National Acad­ 
emy of Sciences. 
Already 
researchers 
have 
managed to make one kind of 
cell stop the sort of work it has 
been doing and turn to other 
projects. They have set tumor 
cells, for example, to manufac­ 
turing products normally pro­ 
duced only by liver cells. 
They have intervened so 
deeply in the makeup of para- 
mecia, microscopic one-celled 
animals, as to create monstrosi­ 
ties with two mouths and three 
vents for waste. 
Science has long been pu&fod 
by what makes one cell func­ 
tion differently from another 
possessing generally the same 
equipment. The human being 
begins as an invisible fertilized 
egg which proceeds by cell di­ 
vision to produce more than a 
million billion other cells, the 
building blocks of the body. 
The first cells, Sonnebom 
said, seem to be identical. Thai 
differences appear. Finally, the 
body is possessed of scores of 
differently 
functioning 
cells 
which manufacture everything 
from toenails to teeth. 
This is known as cell differ­ 
entiation, and for a 1«« time 
scientists held no hope of ever 
understanding it In the past 
decade there has been a “rev­ 
olution” in this field of study 
and a growing conviction that 
it will be the area of one of 
the next great triumphs of biol­ 
ogy in the decade or two 
ahead.”
